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SUBJECT: POLES SEEK TRANSFER OF UNESCO OFFICE FROM PARIS 

1 . A LENGTHY ARTICLE ABOUT UNESCO IN THE 

WARSAW DAILY, ZYCIE WARSZAWY, ON MARCH 16, ANNOUNCED THAT 
THE GOP HAS FORMALLY REQUESTED TRANSFER OF UNESCO'S EURO- 
PEAN BUREAU OF SCIENTIFIC COOPERATION FROM PARIS TO 
WARSAW. THE ARTICLE, BY LECH NIEKRASZ, REPORTS THAT THE 
DIRECTOR OF THAT OFFICE, PROF. JOSE JAZ, RECENTLY VISITED 
POLAND, PRESUMABLY TO LOOK INTO THE FEASIBILITY OF SUCH 
A MOVE. NIEKRASZ ADDED THAT POLAND IS INTERESTED IN ES- 
TABLISHING A SCIENTIFIC INFORMATION NET FOR EUROPE AND 
EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE UNESCO EXECUTIVE COUNCIL WOULD 
SUPPORT THE POLISH REQUEST. 

2. COMMENT: MFA OFFICIALS DEALING WITH INTERNATIONAL- 
ORGANIZATION AFFAIRS HAD EMPHASIZED TO US THEIR HOPE 

THAT POLAND COULD HOST MORE UN-SPONSORED CONFERENCES SUCH 
AS THE UNESCO MEETING ON PRESERVATION OF HISTORIC MONU- 
MENTS THAT WAS HELD HERE LAST MONTH. THIS IS THE FIRST 
INDICATION WE HAVE THAT THE GOP IS ALSO INTERESTED IN 
LOCATING PERMANENT UN OFFICES IN POLAND. 
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
